A PLAN FOB THE ESTABLISHMENT TOR INDIAN 


TERBITOBY. 


Senators Patterson, Garland and Grover, 


who, in behalf of tho Senate committee on 
Territories, have conducted the inquiry 
into the affairs in the ludiau Territory by 
taking testimony iu Washington at tho last 
Beesiou, nud in that Territory during the 
recess of Congress, will bo ready next week 
to report to the full committee. They have 
agreed to recommend the enactment of the 
following legislation by Congress: 


First—For tho eatnblishmeut of an United 


States Court iu Indian Territory, lo possess 
both criminal and civil jurisdiction. 


Second—That all Indians compri.HiuR tho 


"Five Katious" shall be made citizens of 
tho United States, amenable to tho federal 
laws and competent to serve on juriea in 
United States Courts, oto. 


Third—That the lands now held iu com- 


mon shall be divided and held iu severally, 
but inalienable for n limited term of years. 


Tbo sub-committee do not all at present 


recommend tho establishment by Congress 
of a regular Territorial government for 
theso Indiana, but provide merely that thoj 
Ka e«tit!sd ie representation by u delegate. 
The sub-committee will probably advise the 
insertion in the proposed bill of R proviso 
that conditional laud grants which the vari- 
ous railroad companies desiring tho settle- 
ment of this Territory havo announced 
themselves willing to relinquish, shall bo 
formally relinquished. 
The recorameudn- 


tions of the sub-committee will probably bo 
indorsed by tho majority of the full coin- 
ittee, but the entire project of legislation is 
strenuously opposed by the authorized legal 
representatives of tho five Indian nations.

WE DO WITH IT. 


The Daily Jfows has been urging for seve- 


ral years a careful consideration of tbo 
question of sewerage, and has held that no 
more sewers should be built in our city 
until n safe plan shall be adopted for tbe 
disposal of tho sewage. As at present con- 
stituted the sottora carry everything into 
our harbor nnd make deposits there of a 
most dangerous as well as loathsome char- 
acter, and if this course is persisted iu wo 
shall find that the remedy is worse than tbe 
disease. Wo bad better have no sewers nt 
all than to continue this practise. 
A poor 


system of sewerage is much worse than 
none, and many cities aro finding out to 
their dismay that tho vast sums spent in this 
way have brought them disease nnd death 
instead 
of 
deliverance 
from 
the ovila 


dreaded. Sewers may or may not bo n 
blessing to a cominunily, nud wo nro free 
to say after reading what tho scientists and 
exports have to 
eny 
on 
tho 
subject,

great city of London, having spent millions

With this view of the disposal or thoir sew- 
age it was difficult to convince the engineers 
having charge of the London sewers tbnt 
any deposit waa possible In tbe river.

made seven feet deep.

engineers. 


This fact is that "whilo sowngo and olhor 
particles will float for n long time in fresh 
water, when it meets tho salt wntor of iho 
ocean the saline matter kills tho oscillating 
motion of tho suspended particles, -cohesive 
atlraclioa comes into play, resulting in 
rapid precipitation or , Iho formation of 
pestiferous banks of ooze upon tho bottom 
of tho river or harbor. 
This fact is sup- 


posed lo account for tho foul condition of 
tho shores of Hensido places iu iinglaml, 
where tbo opinion has been entertained thnt 
if the sew»go won once got into Iho octnn 
it would be of no more trouble. 
But tbe 


reiult has proved that precipitation in salt 
wnter was no rapid thnt foul matter Bellied 
upon tho beaches to such nil extent ns mndo 
their vicinity unhealthy. 
This has been 


the experience of several soa-nido catering 
places in England."
